Dr. Ferry Whisnant is the keynote speaker for Thursday's opening session of the AC A Conference. A native of North 
Carolina, Dr. Whisnant moved to Virginia in 1976 to accept a faculty position at Southside Virginia Community 
College. He is full professor of Social and Behavioral Sciences. His most recent classroom innovations include computer 
assisted instruction and electronic conferencing for collaborative learning. 

During summers, Dr. Whisnant is director of the Virginia Master Teacher Seminar, the New Jersey Master Teacher 
Seminar, the Alabama Master Teacher Seminar, and the Indiana State College Academy of Instructional Excellence. 

The five-day summer programs which attract community college teachers from across eastern and central U.S., have the sole aim of providing 
them a practical exploration of ways to improve their craft. 

Tn 1982, he created Horizon Seminars, a private conference presentation and workshop company. As president, Dr. Whisnant has conducted over 
450 presentations on leadership, motivation, team management, teaching strategies, and self-improvement. His doctoral curriculum of Instructional 
Leadership has served as the basis of many of his teaching and leadership seminars. 

Whisnant, received his doctorate in Educational Leadership from Virginia Tech, a master's in Humanistic Psychology from West Georgia College, 
a Sociology minor from Virginia Commonwealth University and an associate degree in Liberal Arts from Western Piedmont Community College in 
Morganton, North Carolina.

The site for the 2000 ACA Conference is Mobile's premier Adam's 
Mark Hotel and the connecting Mobile Convention Center.
